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How to Begin... 

As we plan and prepare to move in unity leading up to the retreat, please join us in: 

Prayer 

Through this prayer focus booklet in the seven weeks leading up to the retreat (see pg. 4) 

Declaration 

Of the Scriptures noted—agreeing with God 

Look up additional Scriptures to declare the Truth over each area of focus 
Fasting 

One day weekly and participate in the three-day fast scheduled in the last full week prior to the retreat 
Arm Yourself 

Putting on the armor of God—Ephesians 6:10-18 
Rising to your Role 

The call of Ezekiel 22:30 in intercession is to "stand in the gap." 

What that means is: 

♦ You are standing before God on behalf of the participant asking for grace, mercy, and deliverance. 

♦ You are standing between the enemy and the participant allowing them to make the choice to be free. 

The Importance of what you do is made very clear as we look at Exodus 17:8-16. There we find Moses, Aaron, and Hur 
interceding for Joshua as he led the Israelites in battle. From this event we can gain some great insights about 
intercession and how it relates to ministry at the retreat: 

♦ The battle was won in prayer (intercession) before it was won on the battlefield—the retreat. 

♦ When the prayer waned, the battle waned, they were linked together. 

♦ Together, those interceding and those on the battlefield, gained the victory! 

Moving in your Authority 

♦ To bind and loose—Matthew 18:18-20 

♦ Over all the power of the enemy—Luke 10:19 

♦ Because of our position seated with Christ above the enemy—Ephesians 1:19-23 and 2:4-6 

♦ Because the Holy Spirit in us is greater than our enemy— 

1 John 4:4 

Which comes from Jesus... because He 

♦ Is the Anointed One who proclaims liberty and sets the captives free—Isaiah 61:1 

♦ Is seated at the right hand of God and has the name higher than any name—Philippians 2:5-11 

♦ Has triumphed over the enemy in the cross—Colossians 2:14-15 

Using your Weapons 

♦ The Blood of Jesus -- Hebrews 9:12; 1 Peter 1:18-19; 1 John 1:7; Revelation 12:11 

♦ The Name of Jesus - Proverbs 18:10; Matthew 18:20; John 14:12-14; Colossians. 3:17

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How to Serve... 


The strategy of Nehemiah 1-4 

In these chapters we see God's people free from captivity but living in the "rubble" of their former lives. As they rebuild 
and restore that which is broken (in their case the city wall and later the temple), we can see how this applies to us and 
to those to whom we minister. We have been freed from the slavery of sin and death (through salvation), but often we 
are still living in the rubble of our former lives (in bondage)—we all need rebuilding and restoration (God's freedom and 
healing)—and that is what this Seminar and Retreat are about. As we review the chapters, allow the Lord to show you 
how His rebuilding and restoration plan has implications for us now! Also, look for your specific ministry team role as 
you prepare to serve! 


Scripture... 

l:l-2:8 

The King gives the authority to 
rebuild. 

2:11-19 

The leaders plan... 

...Inspect the damage and assess 
the rebuilding 

...Communicate the plan to the 
leaders 

...Rebuilding begins "...they set 
their hands to this good work." 
2:19 

Their enemy tries to stop them 

before they start. 


2:20 

Nehemiah's response to the 
enemy... 

"...God of heaven will prosper us; 
therefore we His servants will build, 
but you have no heritage or right or 
memorial in Jerusalem." 


Application... 

Today our King Jesus gives us 
authority to rebuild our lives and 
assist those to whom we minister. 

A strategy was set in place...Battle 
Preparation Plan (before the 
retreat), Battle Plan (at the retreat), 
and Continuing the Battle (after the 
retreat) and communicated to the 
leaders and begun! 

In anticipation of this tactic of the 
enemy, we will engage in 7-weeks of 
prayer prior to the retreat. 

Prophesy the Truth...about God, us, 
and the enemy! 
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Scripture... 

Chapter 3 

There was unity and humility—ALL 
worked (Nehemiah, priests, Levites, 
goldsmiths, etc.) 

4:6-8 

There was progress rebuilding ... 

...they built the wall half way up 
...gaps were being closed 
...BUT the enemy was angry, 
planned to attack and create 
confusion 
4: 9 

The leadership's response to the 
enemy... 

...prayer 

...a watch was set day and night 
4:10 

There is propaganda... 

...from within 

"...The strength of the laborers is 
failing, and there is so much rubbish 
we are not able to build..." 

4:11 

...from without—their adversary 

"...They will neither know nor see 
anything, till we come into their 
midst and kill them and cause the 
work to cease." 

4:12 

...from a part of their group 

"...they told us ten times, 'From 
whatever place you turn, they will be 
upon us.'" 


Application... 

We are in this together; so with a 
servant's heart and humility, be 
thankful for the privilege of serving 
where the Lord places you. 

We and those we will minister to 
have begun the rebuilding and 
restoration process (partially through 
the CS Seminar). We have the 
privilege of partnering with the Lord 
to further the "work" at the retreat! 

Our enemy's agenda is to steal, kill 
and destroy (John 10:10). Our 
response is to prepare in prayer- 
watching AND praying. 

Statements to discourage came from 
within. We can allow these thoughts 
to keep us from the Lord's work, or 
we can remember what seems 
impossible, is possible with God 
(Matthew 19:26)1 

Have you heard words like these 
before from our enemy? In John 
10:10 Jesus says He knows the 
enemy's plan—but Jesus' plan is to 
give abundant life. 

Sometimes those we are partnering 
with, both leadership and 
participants, can be afraid. Pray 
against all the sources of 
propaganda and lies. Choose to 
reject the lies, then to accept and 
believe the truth.

Application... 


4 : 13-14 

Leadership intervenes responding 
to areas of true vulnerability and 
assigning the people to strategic 
positions... 

...behind lower parts of the wall 
...at the openings 
...by family 

...with swords (close warfare), spears 
(mid-range warfare), bows (long- 
range warfare) 

...exhorting the leaders and people 
to focus on the Lord and the truth 
...Do not be afraid 
...Remember the Lord 
...fight for your brethren... 

4:15 

Their enemy heard... 

...God had revealed their plan and 
brought it to nothing 
...People returned to rebuilding 

4 : 16-20 

The people's jobs were defined... 
...half of the people rebuilt with a 
sword at their side 


...half took a battle stance 


Let's take our ministry team 
assignments, serve humbly, and know 
that the positions we have been given 
are meant to strengthen the 
vulnerable places. 


\Ne need to exhort each other, 
establishing the truth—it is not us— 
it is God—so fight! 


God will reveal the strategy and 
tactics of the enemy, showing us how 
to resist his plans, allowing us to 
continue to rebuild. 

At the retreat... 

The Anointers combat the enemy in 
close, hand-to-hand, warfare, while 
assisting in the rebuilding process. 

The Intercessors combat the enemy 
in mid-to-long range warfare. They 
guard, protect and defend the 
"work" (restoring of lives) and our 
fellow "workers" (ministry team). So 
let's stand our ground, maintain our 
position; knowing it is vital to 
victory!

4 : 16-20 ( continued) 

...leaders positioned behind 


...trumpeter and leader 

The work is great and extensive, and 
we are separated far from one 
another on the wall. Wherever you 
hear the sound of the trumpet, rally 
to us there. God will fight for us. 

4 : 21-23 

They were serious... 

...guarded at night, worked during 
the day 

...only leaving to wash clothes! 


6 : 15-16 

They prepared for physical war but 
did not have to battle because God 
finished what He began... 

"So the wall was finished...when all 
our enemies heard of it, and all the 
nations around us saw these things, 
they were very disheartened...for 
they perceived that this work was 
done by God." 


Leadership has the responsibility to 
maintain unity through 
communication (providing direction) 
and discipleship (assisting in warfare) 

The retreat leader, teachers, ministry 
generals, and CSM staff are 
responsible for the oversight of the 
rebuilding as well as unifying all who 
serve and wage war. 


We need to have a sense of 
conviction of how strategic our work 
is, then commit to the Lord and 
submit to leadership. Let's show our 
commitment by being present, on 
time, focused, and serving as 
directed. Keep lines of 
communication open, sharing 
revelation received and any need to 
leave our post. Remember we want 
to do all for the glory of God..."To 
God our Savior...be glory and 
majesty, dominion and power, both 
now and forever. Amen" (Jude 25). 

In obedience, we need to prepare 
for battle while doing God's work. 

Being confident that God will bring 
the victory. All will see the finished 
work...us, the participants and the 
enemy and will know that GOD has 

done it!

Declaration 

Hebrews 13:20-21 "Now may the peace of God who brought up our Lord Jesus from the dead, that great 
Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting covenant, make you complete in every good work 
to do His will, working in you what is well pleasing in His sight, through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory forever 
and ever.
